BEWARE OF IMITATIONS. 


The Knighta of babor. 
Cj.kvkt.ani», June 1st.—At the Knights 
of Labor Convention Ibis morning the lirst 
business was the adoption of the amended 
report of the Committee on Strikes and 
Boycott. The Executive Board must ap­ 
prove all future strikes, and. except in cer­ 
tain grievous eases, where immediate ac­ 
tion is necessary, a strike or boycott is not 
to be allowed without their approval. The 
address to the Women’s Christian Union 
was adopted, after which tiie Committee on 
Legislation presented a report recommend­ 
ing that a petition be sent to Congress to 
tix the measure of value and regulate the 
value of money. Adopted. The petition 
says: 
Your petitioners are mostly citizens of the 
United States and of the labyrmg classes of so­ 
ciety, that which produces all the wealth that 
those who have performed 110 honest labor have 
the least right to enioy. We teel this Mate oi 
things tobe largely due to both vicious legisla­ 
tion and want of proper legislation by Congress. 
That the money of the United States is of un­ 
certain value, differing widely in different parts 
of the country at all times and at every part or 
various times. Whereas, being a measure of com­ 
mercial value, it should be fixed aud utivariable 
in value. For example ; At this time, in one 
part of the countiy, money is worth only 2 per 
ceut. per annum. In another 12 aud in another 
eu, aud the range from 2 to 20 per cent, eattses 
distrust and uncertainty in all transactions : 
insomuch that capital is timid aud labor unem­ 
ployed, and periodical panics occur in all busi­ 
ness, in consequence of which the industrial 
classes are iiuauclaliy ruined and laborers 
thrown out of employment, and indescribable 
want and suffering are brought ujion the masses 
of the people, and unjust gains are acquired 
by those who manipulate the money. That 
the supply of a large porti n of the money of 
the country is in the control of private cor­ 
porations " called National Bank Associa­ 
tions, creators of Congressional legislation, v.ith 
whom private gain is tiie only motive for sup­ 
plying money to the people. That it is through 
the manipulations of said corporatioua and 
other money lenders that the people suffer 
many of the misforiuces and grievances here­ 
inbefore mentioned and many others not men­ 
tioned. That the right to issue or coin money is 
a high sovereign prerogative, which ought not 
to be exereised but by the highest power in the 
mu on; and we view with alarm tiie exercise of 
such a prerogative by prívale persons or cor­ 
porations. As a remedy for the evils com­ 
plain, and lor the redress of the grievances we 
suffer, ns hereiu set forth, we pray that your 
honorable body will fuitill the duties imposed 
on you by the Constitution in Feetion S of 
Article I„ which provides that Congress shall 
have the power to coin money and regulate the 
value thereol and of foreign coin, and fix a 
standard of weights and measures. That you 
fix the measure of value by establishing a just, 
a uniform aud utivariable rate of interest for 
money loaned. That, iu order to maintain such 
a rate of interest as a normal rate, you repcnl 
all laws authorizing private persons or corpora- 
tious to issue money, and in their stead estab­ 
lish a public loan office throughout the country 
wherever needed, at least one in every county, 
with proper officers to ja-rform the duty of said 
offices. That the National Government lend 
money to the people at said offices on good and 
sufficient security, and at a fixed rate of inter­ 
est on demand, and that tbe profits arising 
from the business of lending said money be con­ 
verted into the public treasury for public uses, 
aud said loan office be also made a depository 
for the savings of the people. 
Representative Low. of Pennsylvania, 
then‘introduced a bill for recommendation 
to Congress entitled, “An Act fixing the 
measure of value and further regulating 
the value of money.” 
The bill provided for the loaning of 
money by the Government at three per 
cent, per annum . The bill contained six­ 
teen long sections. After the adoption of 
the above report the Committee on tiie 
State of tlie Order read its report, and the 
General Assembly took a recess.

Tire M axwell Murder Case—Charge of tiie 
•Judge to the Jury. 
St. Louis, June 1st.—Judge Vanwagoner, 
of the Criminal Court, read his instructions 
to tbe jury trying tbe Maxwell case, this 
morning. Tiie Judge said that if the jury 
should find that defendant did kill and 
murder Prellerin the manner ami form 
charged in either of the counts of the in­ 
dictment. they should return a verdict of 
gniltv of murder in the first aegree. If, 
however, evidence showed the defendant 
undertook to treat or operate on Preller for 
disease, and administered chloroform so 
negligently, carelessly and recklessly as to 
cause his patient's death, but without in­ 
tent to kill or do bodily harm, they should 
bring in ¡t verdict of manslaughter in the 
fourth degree. Tiie Judge further in­ 
structed the jury that if it had been shown 
that Preller desired the defendant to treat 
him for the disease indicated in the testi­ 
mony, and liad submitted himself volun­ 
tarily to such treatment, and defendant ad­ 
ministered chloroform in a cautious, care­ 
ful and prudent manner, then a verdict of 
not guilty should be returned, and they 
should acquit the defendant. 
The Juifge also informed the jury that a 
verdict, of guilty could be returned upon 
circumstantial evidence alone. 
At the conclusion of the Judge's speech, 
counsel for the State began speech-making. 
It is expected that the case will not be 
given to the jury before Thursday next at 
noon.

An Equestrian Contest. 
N f.w Y'ork, June 1st.—Anderson, a Cali­ 
fornian, undertook ye-terday, in Madison 
Square Garden, a seventy-two hour*' con­ 
test against the combined efforts of two 
bicyclists—William M-.Woodside and John 
Brooks. Brooks is a Pennsylvania wheel­ 
man. and, when not astride a bicycle, digs 
coal for a living. Woodside has quite a 
record for speed aud endurance, and is 
called the champion bicyclist of Ireland. 
They will each ride an hour alternately, 
from 1 o'clock in the afternoon nntil the 
same hour in the morning, and their ag­ 
gregate score is placed against that of An­ 
derson. Anderson has twenty horses at 
his disposal, and is at liberty to change at 
will during the twelve hours. The track 
for the horses is one-eighth of a mile, 
and the bicyclists have a track inside this 
one-ninth of a ntile around. Anderson 
changed horses every five minntes, aud lost 
a great deal of time in that way, for nearly 
ail the horses had to be broken into the 
work. Some of them were not inclined to 
be thus trained, and one or two tried to 
make a record for themselves. This is the 
sixth contest of the kind in this country, 
but the first ever undertaken in this city.

United States Senate. 
W ashington, June 1st.—Beck, in intro­ 
ducing a bill to prohibit members of Con­ 
gress front acting as attorneys or employes 
of railroad companies that hold charters or 
have hau grants from the United States, re­ 
marked that there had been much crimina­ 
tion and recrimination in both houses 
about the mutter of members of Congress 
being employed by railroad companies. 
“ The bill,” he said, “ was intended to see 
if a remedy could be provided lor the 
trouble.” 
Miller called up the bill extending the 
eight-hour law to letter-carriers. He said 
the Postoffice Department had ruled tiiat 
letter-carriers were not entitled to come un­ 
der the provisions of that law, but Miller 
saw no reason why these employes should 
not be put on an equality with other em­ 
ployes. The bill passed. 
(jn motion of Dolpii, the Senate resumed 
consideration of the Northern Pacific land 
forfeiture bill, and a lengthy discussion 
took place.

The first amendment in 
order was that offered by Daniel of Vir­ 
ginia, abolishing the tobacco tax ; rejected 
by 52 to 111. 
An amendment was also offered by Dan­ 
iel abolishing tbe tax on fruit brandy ; re­ 
jected by .IS to 125. 
Dunham of Illinois offered an amend­ 
ment reducing front ten to three cents per 
pound the tax on oleomargarine. 
Amendments were offered fixing the rate 
at four and five cents per pound, but they 
were rejected ; onl v, however, after a couple 
of hours bad been consumed in securiHg a 
quorum. 
On motion of Hatch the amendment of­ 
fered by Dunham w as amended so as to tix 
the rate at eight cents, and as so amended 
was agreed to. 
Pending further action the committee 
rose.The Speaker appointed Messrs. Blount, 
Riggs and Bingham as conferees on the 
Postottice appropriation bill, and the House 
then adjourned. 
The Chinese Restriction Kill Passed in 
the Senate, 
W ashington, June 1st—The Senate to­ 
day passed the Chinese restriction bill. The 
members of the California delegation are 
much gratified at the success of the meas­ 
ure in that body. Representative Morrow 
said this would simplify the question in tbe 
House. The bill as passed does not con­ 
tain the objectionable features with which 
the House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
incumbered the measure. He was confi­ 
dent the House would now pass the bill in 
substantially the same shape as that passed 
by the Senate. Some of the provisions con­ 
tained in the Morrow House bill are likely 
to be added in the latter body, particularly 
those limiting to two years the life of a re­ 
turn certificate, and extending the term of 
exclusion from ten to fifteen years. 
The W orld's Corn and W heat. 
W ashington, June 1st.— The Acting 
Commissioner of Agriculture, in reply to a 
resolution of the House making inquiries 
concerning the stocks of corn and wheat in 
this and other countries, demand, con­ 
sumption and prospect of production 
throughout the world, has transmitted an 
exhaustive compilation of statistics by Pro­ 
fessor Dodge, Statistician of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. Tiie tables show that 
the world's product of wheat in 1885 was 
3.110.000.000 bushels : requirements of con­ 
sumption, 3,1G5,000,000 bushels—present­ 
ing a deficiency of 55,000.000 bushels, 
drawn from the previous year's surplus of 
125.000.000 bushels. They find the pro­ 
duct of Europe medium, those of India 
and Australia large, and a heavy reduction 
in the United States. For the supply of 
the coming year, the crops in Australia, 
India and Soutli America, already har­ 
vested, are probably about 32,000,000 
bushels less than those of last year, while 
those of the United States .'promise fully 
100.000.000 bushels more than the harvest 
of 1885. The wheat in the United States, 
on May 1st last, was 104.000,500 bushels, 
against 152,000,000 bushels in 1885. Of the 
commercial stock of wheat, New Y’ork 
held 4,138,095 bushels, Buffalo. 241,117. 
Chicago 11,777,804, Milwaukee 3,335,030, 
Minneapolis 4,707,999. and Duluth 7,593.­ 
748. The crop of corn in 18S5 86 was 1,­ 
017,000,000 bushels. The consumption 
was 587.000,000 bushels, and the exporta­ 
tion 42,000,000 bushels. 
The estimated 
acreage of winter wheat now growing is 
21,727,087. and spring wheat 11,800,000. 
Total, 30,527,087.

W ashington, June 1st.—The Republican 
Senators held another " order of business 
caucus” this morning.

The Mormon T.obby at W ork. 
Nf.w Y'oek, June 1st.—The Tribune', 
W ashington special of May 31st says : An 
effort will be made by the House Commit­ 
tee on Judiciary to-morrow to make some 
re)»ort on the Edmunds Utah bill, which 
passed tbe Senate early in the session, and 
which has been smothered in the House 
Committee. A powerful and persistent 
Mormon lobby has been at work to prevent 
the bill reaching tbe House, and to defeat 
it should it come up for consideration. 
Apparently tbe lobby has .succeeded, as it 
is now so late in the session that even 
should tbe bill be finally reported to the 
House, its opponents would talk it to 
death. Hence there is little hope of any­ 
thing being done by the House. 
Tbe President at H om e Again. 
W ashington, June 1st.—The President 
proceeded at once to business this m orn­ 
ing. He approved a number of bills, in­ 
cluding an Act authorizing t e Kansas and 
Arkansas Valley Railroad Company to 
construct and operate a railway through 
Indian Territory. Many Senators and Rep­ 
resentatives, and other officials, called dur­ 
ing the forenoon and congratula'ed the 
President on bis approaching marriage. 
M iscellaneous W ashington Item s. 
W ashington. June l3t.—The mail route 
from Mokelumne Hilt to West Point, Cala­ 
veras county, has been expedited lrom 
three to six times a week. 
The Commissioner of the I.and Office, in 
reply to inquiries, to-day decided tliat a 
married woman cannot file a claim for 
desert land ; also, when a desert land entry 
is abandoned, it is not subject to re-entry 
until duly cancelled by the proper author­ 
ity.The House bill establishing additional 
life-saving stations in the United buttes, 
amended by tbe Senate and tbe Conference 
Committee appointed thereon, was agreed 
to bv the H«use to-day.

Klaine at a H om e Rule M eeting. 
Portland (Me.), June 1st.—The home 
rule meeting in the City Hall to-night at­ 
tracted an immense throng, and many la­ 
dies occupied seats in the galleries. The 
meeting was called to order by Mayor 
Chapin, who introduced Governor Robie as 
Chairman of the meeting. The Governor 
spoke briefly, concluding by introducing 
Rev. P. A. McKenna, of Marlboro, Mass. 
At the close of the letter’s remarks James 
G. Blaine appeared upon tlie platform, ac­ 
companied by President Looney. Blaine 
was greeted with tremendous applause. 
He spoke substantially as follows : 
Your Excellency, directly after the publica­ 
tion of the cull tor this meeting, I received a 
letter from a venerable citizen in an adjacent 
county, askina tne to expJaiu, if 1 could, j'-.-t 
what the Irish question is. 1 appreciate the 
question, or rather I appreciate hi- request for 
an explanation of a question that calls forth so 
much sympathy and excitement on the part of 
the world at large, and makes so much opposi­ 
tion among those who are directly interested. 
There may he danger of not giving attention 
enough to the simple elementary facts of the 
ease. Now, what is home lule'.’ Why, it is 
what every State and Territory of the United 
States enjoys. [Applause.] And it Is what 
Ireland does not en oy. In a Parliament of 
60S members Great Britain has 553 and 
Ireland has 105. Aud, except with the consent 
of that l’urliament, Ireland e^nuot organize a 
gas company [laughter], or a horse railroad 
company, or a ferry over a stream | laughter], or 
do the slightest thing thut implies legislative 
powers. Now, suppose we bring that home, 
and the State of Maine should be linked with 
the state of New York, relatively as large, with 
the Stale of .Maine, as England in numbers with 
Ireland, and your beautiful city could not take 
a step for town improvement, nor the State of 
Maine organize au association of any kind, or 
charter a company oi any kind, unless the over­ 
whelming galaxy of the New York Legislature 
gave her consent. How long do you think the 
people of Maine would stand it ? [Applause ] 
That is the simple question between England 
and Ireland, except that títere is a great fact in 
addition, which would not apply to New York 
and Maine—that there are centuries of wrong, 
which built up monuments of iiatred on the 
part of tilo.e w ho are the subjects of oppression, 
and which have aggravated the question be­ 
tween Ireland and Great Britain far beyond the 
limits that would be found between New York 
and Maine. I suppose, if tbe question were left 
to the United Stales to decide. 
should say, 
• Adopt the federal system: have your Legisla 
ture lor lrelaud, your Legislature ior Englaud, 
your Legislature lor Wales, your Legislature for 
Scotland, and your Imperial Parliament 
for the British Empire. Let the questions that 
are Iri-h he settled by Irishmen, questions that 
are English tat settled by Englishmen, questions 
that are Welsh la- settled by Welshmen, ques­ 
tions that are Scotch be settled by Scotchmen 
[applau‘ej. questions that affect the whole Em­ 
pire of Great Britain be settled by a Parliament 
in which the four great constitutional elements 
shall be impartially represented. [Applause.) 
1 say that would be a shorthand method of 
settling the question, for we have lived that 
way for nearly 100 years in the United States of 
America. (Applause.] I don't forget, however, 
that it would be political empiricism to attempt 
by any prescription to give the exact measure, 
the exact details of nnv measure that should 
settle this long dispute between Great Britain 
and Ireland. I am admonished by what I have 
noticed in the British Parliament in the discus­ 
sions concerning America, not- to be too forward 
in knowledge or details, or in prescribing ex­ 
act measures, because I suppose they would 
retort that 
we 
knew quite as little 
about their precise trouble as they know 
about ours. Therefore I do n it stand 
here simply to say that Mr. Gladstone's is 
a perfect measure. I do not stand here to say 
that I ever could give you the exact details of 
that measure. 1 do not say that 1 ever took 
time to examino it, but I say that I am 
in favor of any bill that, shall lake 
the first step toward righting wrong, aud 
of handing over a government to Ireland. 
Lord Salisbury savs if the Irish do not wish to 
lie governed by the British, they should leave ; 
but the Irish have been iu Ireland quite a? long 
as Lord Salisbury'!; ancestors have been in En­ 
gland [laughter], and very likely, for aught I 
know, for I have not examined bis Lordship's 
lineage in Burke's Peerage, vety likely his an­ 
cestors were Danish pirates or peasants of Nor­ 
mandy. who came over with William the Uon- 
querer centuries after the Irish people were 
known iu lrelaud. 
Further ou Blaine said : 
If the home rule bill shall pass, aud the Dub­ 
lin Parliament t>e granted, there never was an 
as-oeiatum of men since human government 
was instituted which assumed power with 
greater responsibility to public opinion than 
the men who will compose that Par­ 
liament, because if they are allowed 
to form It, it will be by reason of the pressure 
of the public opinion of the world [applause], 
and I know that tbe Catholics of Ireland and 
the Presbyterian? of Ireland can live and do 
just as the Catholics of the United States and 
the Presbyterians of the U’Dited States live 
and do.

N ew York, June 1st.—W hen the gates 
of the Polo ground were thrown open yes­ 
terday for the afternoon baseball game 
between the New York and Detroit clubs, 
there was a bigger crowd watting to get in 
than tbe Polo grounds had ever seen be­ 
fore.

The Home Enlc Discussion in the House 
ui Commons. 
London. June 1st.—The discussion of the 
home rule bill in the House of Commons 
was resumed this afternoon by Sir Joseph 
Chamberlain. When he rose he was greeted 
by derisive cheers and howls lrom the Irish 
members. He denied tbe assertion made 
by Dwyer Gray that be (Chamberlain) was 
tbe author of the artie’e on national coun­ 
cils published in the fíninitihlty Jiirirw. 
Gray knew very wéll who the author was, 
and that tbe details of tire- utricle were sup­ 
plied from Irish sources. “ I myself pos­ 
sess,” said the speaker. " inconlrovertibia 
and incontestible proof that eminent Na­ 
tionalist leaders approved the principle of 
national councils.” Here tiie l'arnellites 
uttered loud howls, and cried out “ Names ! 
N am es!” and the Conservatives and 
Whigs cheered Chamberlain. 
The de­ 
nunciation and cheering quickly became 
an uproar, which lasted several minutes. 
Chamberlain calmly folded his arms, and 
smilingly waited for the tumult to subside, 
but refused to mention the names called 
fot. 
Resuming, Chamberlain at great 
length explained why he deemed Glad­ 
stones concessions inadequate. He did 
not, he continued, propose to reply to any 
of the personal references made towards 
himself during the course of the debate. 
They were perhaps amusing, but below the 
level of a great constitutional discussion of 
questions fraught with most momentous 
consequences. 
Those who oppose the 
home rule measure believe it would prove 
most mischievous in its effect upon Ire­ 
land, and postpone for a long, time a 
satisfactory settlement of the Irish 
question. [Cries of “ Hear! 
hear!”] 
There 
has been, 
in some Liberal 
quarters, a desire to minimize the im port­ 
ance of tbe division on the second reading 
of the bill. Members have been told that the 
bill is already dead. Tbe speaker did not 
believe Gladstone would accept a vote on 
the second reading on an understanding 
that he received only as approval an ab­ 
stract resolution that Ireland ought to have 
a Parliam ent of her own. Ha l the Govern­ 
ment submitted a mere resolution affirm­ 
ing tbe principle of legislative autonomy 
for Ireland, he (Chamberlain) could vote 
for it, because it would not be inconsistent 
either with the creation of a chamber like 
the Grattan Parliament, or the establish­ 
ment of legislative councils such as the 
speaker suggested, and which are now re­ 
ceiving the support of the Nationalists. 
[Cries from the l’arnellites, “ Nam es! 
N am es!”] The Government's proposal, 
however, had a stronger meaning than 
that of a mere abstract resolution, in 
that it pledged the House to the 
support 
of 
the 
principle 
of the 
home rale bill, from which Gladstone 
said he would never depart. The speaker, 
and those who thought with him since 
Gladstone’s speech at the Foreran Office, 
thought the home rule bill might be so re­ 
modeled that they could vote for it, but 
they had been disappointed. Gladstone 
has since practically slated in (lie House 
of Commons that if the bill passed its sec­ 
ond reading it would be suspended until 
October, and then he introduced unaltered, 
except in minor details cuncirning the fea­ 
ture of Irish representation at W estmin­ 
ster. Those who agreed with the speaker 
did not wish to reduce Ireland to the con­ 
dition of a self-governing colony, and the 
changes promised by Gladston - would not 
meet the views of those who maintained 
this position. 
A Wife M urderer on Trial. 
B russels. June 1st.—A cause celebre, 
which excites the deepest interest in Bel­ 
gian political and social circles, began yes­ 
terday before the Brabant (,'ourt of Assizes. 
The accused was Leon Van Deismissen, an 
able barrister, Provincial Counselor Deputy 
sitting in the House of Representatives for 
Brussels, who stood charged with toe will­ 
ful murder of his wife under dramatic cir­ 
cumstances. Madam Van Dersmlssen.who, 
under her maiden nam e of Ceeile Revaud, 
was once well-known at Brussels as an op­ 
era siiraer, bad bren suspected by her hus­ 
band of carrying on an intrigue with Vi- 
conite Duphix de Cadignati, a French 
nobleman, who a few months ago was sen­ 
tenced to two years and three m onths' Im­ 
prisonment by the Belgian authorities for 
swindling and forgery. The motive for 
the m urder was jealousy. Tbe accused 
admitted the crime and told the circum­ 
stances attending the killing. An acquittal 
or a light punishm ent is expected. ’.Tie 
intrigue of the wife was well known.

A fair and unforced construction 
ot that language can not make it apply to the 
i 'hiuamau who insists upon bringing with him 
to our shores hi.- national vices, his pagan cus­ 
tom. his allegiance to a foreign despot, and his 
debased mode of life, the result of centuries of 
barba: ism 
nor to the tmujier, criminal and 
dangerous classes of Europe. 
The right of immigration is not an absolute 
o n e : neither is any other civil or political right. 
Lile, liberty and the pursuit of happiness even 
are not bulb-liable rights, the Declaration of 
1 /dependence to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Hot I maintain that they who come to our 
shores in the spirit of the pilgrim fathers have 
the same natural right to come that they had, 
and that God has spread out the rolling rich­ 
ness of our vast prairies and plains and valleys, 
11.at tiie hunger bitten peoples who swarm in 
the hum an anthills of Europe might leave the 
worn-out Old World, and here find a new lease 
of life, becoming ultimately assimilated and 
absorbed In this great nation.

severe penalties of the law.

He is con­ 
veyed by the United States steam er Marion, 
and lias met w ith m uch attention from 
Chinese officials and foreign residents. 
JAPAN. 
The United States steam ship Ossipee ar­ 
rived at Yokoham a May 9th, bringing 
back Mr. W atkins, late Paym aster of that 
vcs3cl, and Captain Fullerr, the m aster of 
the schooner Arctic, in which vessel the 
defaulting Paym aster left this port, the 
latter having been lodged in the United 
States Jail, and the former kept on board 
the Ossipee. The schooner was overhauled 
by the Ossipee in Steamboat Bay, north of 
Hakodate. 
The conference for the revision of Japan’s 
foreign treaties is expected to result in a 
speedy conclusion. 
It is stated that the 
principal features of the proposed scheme 
are slight changes in the existing tariff', the 
opening of a few additional ports, ami the 
permission of mixed residence in Tokio 
and other places.

Record-!!nio.n : I recently sent you j 
a letter about our early settlers, but tliere 
are m any of the old pioneers that m ight be 
especially m entioned as worthy of com­ 
mendation for their personal efforts to ad­ 
vance the growth and prosperity of our 
State. In my opinion, among the foremost 
of the men who stand prom inent in this 
work, are the late Judge 15. 15. Crocker and 
M ark Hopkins, deceased, together with 
Charles Crocker. C. P. Huntington, and 
Senator Stanford. 
It was by the energy 
and ability of these five pioneers that our 
continent was spanned by iron rails, and 
our citizens given rapid transit for mails, 
freights and passengers across the conti­ 
nent. 
I m ight have rem arked that there 
are persons in all comm unities w ho'are al­ 
ways disposed to cavil, and some say in 
this case that the Government furnished 
the funds to build the road ; but I say if it 
did, it did not tuniish the brains to do the 
work. 
W hatever may be said, none can 
deny but

cessity,

W here would have been your 
railroad shops, with their 1,200 workmen, 
if it had not been created by the work of 
these pioneers? 
W here, also, would have 
been the facilities for internal trade if it 
had not been afforded by a system of in­ 
ternal railroads connecting every part of 
our S.ate, and giving the m erchants anti all 
classes of our citizens easy and rapid tran­ 
sit to our chief points of commerce? Every 
section of the State has been benefited by 
the work of these pioneers. 
1 wish to say 
also, further, that in my opinion they 
should have the benefit of the Congres­ 
sional land grant to aid them in the con­ 
struction of ‘the California and Oregon 
railroad, under certain 
restrictions re­ 
quiring them to segregate and sell the land 
at Government price per acre. 
I have been acquainted with all these 
gentlemen, hut especially with the late 
Judge 14. 1?. Crocker and Charles Crocker. 
I made the acquaintance of the latter in 
1831, at his store in Rig Canyon, 151 Dorado 
county, when he paid m e his first State 
and countv license.

G rape-G row ers’ M eeting. 
[San Francisco Post, .luuc 1st) 
The Grape-growers’ and W ine-makers’ 
Association of California met this m orning 
in the office ot the State Y iticultural Com­ 
mission. 
The by-laws which were adopted 
at the meeting last April came up for rati­ 
fication. The tim e of the meetings was 
changed to the first Tuesdays in January 
and March and the third Tuesdays in June 
and August, so that crop reports could be 
more easily obtained. 
The Board of Directors was also em ­ 
powered to collect and publish, from time 
to time, to (lie members, the acreage, num ­ 
ber and varieties of vines and prospects of 
crops and prices. 
They were also em ­ 
powered to obtain as complete a directory 
of wine-growers as possible, and also to 
obtain other statistics of interest to m em ­ 
bers. 
■ 
A communication was received from tiie 
Mendocino County Hop (¡rowers' Associa­ 
tion in relation to the boycott placed on 
the Chinese. The Association decided that 
no steps were necessary to be taken in the 
m atter at the present tim e. Speeches on 
the boycott question were made by John 
T. Doyle, W. H. M cIntyre and others, all 
condemning it in the severest terms. There 
followed a spirited discussion on the labor 
piestion in the vineyards. 
All agreed that 
the Italians were the best laborers to be 
found for vineyard work, and that the 
French gave the next best satisfaction. 
Captain W. H . M cIntyre reported that 
the crop indications are very good, but in a 
few locations a loss of 20 per cent, is ex­ 
pected from a sultry day two or three weeks 
ago. 
After a short discussion on m atters re­ 
lating to the wine industry the meeting 
adjourned.

There is room there for m illions of people 
in the valleys of California; there is a soil 
as rich as any in the Eastern States, and a 
clim ate that is better than auy. 
I would 
not wish to depopulate any State or county 
to benefit California, but there are too 
m any people in every State in tbe Union 
east of the Rocky M ountains, and some of 
them had best go to California. 
During 
the coming year whenever I think of any­ 
thing that will be of interest to the people 
in reference to that lovely State, I shall not 
hesitate to speak it. 
I feel great interest in 
California for many reasons, and that State 
can always consider me a friend.” 


A R k fita tio n.—The Marysville Appeal 
says: Senator Stanford appeared before 
the Senate Committee on Commerce ami 
protested against striking out the section of 
the river and harbor bill which directs the 
Secretary of W ar to bring suit against hy­ 
draulic m iners for flowing siickens into 
streams that are being improved by the 
Federal Government. This action shows 
how the Senator has been slandered by the 
anti-railroad demagogues who are laboring 
to ride into office ou the anti-railroad hob­ 
by-horse.
